your r eport* It is quite possible that these points and questions of ours 
have been duplicated on your side and probably already noted for inclusion 
In further questioning of Vr. Parker* If not, we would appreciate your add* 
trig them to your schedule of Inquiries, 

a* He c la l*s that he was basically a plant manager, and only con- 
nected with thd SD due to bis supervisory position* However, he seem- 
ingly knew SD wan Dr. 7TUL1 1 Richter fron Prague rather well. 

b. ff« admits for the first tiwe to our knowledge that he was an 
Abwahr agent* 

Pci Claims his interrogation was In every sense routine, that the 
Soviet# took no special action against him because of his SD aerobe rehip, 
which he admitted after they cade a store serious charge to draw him out* 
States his Interrogation conducted by rather inept and uninterested per- 
sons whom ha could handle. (Trt he ooce bragged that he was Interrogated 
by specialists, whoa he could handle — maybe merely boosting*) 

d* Claims his knowledge of Russian Is merely a scholastic achieve- 
ment. 

e. Claims medical tatters a hobby, and he had previously studied 
how to produce false ayoptens (why?). States Soviets put hin in "unfit 
for labor" class because he able successfully to intensify an existing 
heart eynptCK. Can you check out whether this really possible medically 
by a lay»an7 So shall do so as well* 

f. Says hie handling by ^erviota at Pima was strictly routine — 
Russians divided the entire oass of POtf' 3 and civilian detainees only 

by their ability to do productive work, (strange they couldn't find any- 
thing for -abject to do, and that they were apparently not interested in 
hie SD background, or the fact that be bad b*on saaager of a firm produ- 
cing fuses, and had managerial capacity, barring -had 1?00 people under him.) 
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g. Claims no Soviet or Satellite 15 approach, ever. This flies 
in the face of lances eneoy 25 handling of SO and Abwshr. 

h. Alleges that ho nmr In any* way was approached by or attempted 
himself to approach any other allied servioe. 

I. Subject asserts that he never retornod to Soviet Zone or CSR, 

J. In apite of the fact that he says he suffers even noar from hit 
heart defect, he cl alias he hat not bad a thorough physical era el pat ion 
since he got oat of the hospital in Duderstadt (about 1?U6) * Ihy nott 

k. 'While hie wife sms still in the Soviet Zone in Rlese, be ccar- 
responded with her* In one place, he says he heard indirectly free his 
mother, bat in another place he states he knose absolutely nothing shoot 
her thereabout* and has not beard free her at all (in the Lobentlauf be 
gave the Organisation in 1950, he stated that bis Bother lived in 0uder- 
etadt, West Zone)* 

1* Fact that he cost carefully kept his discharge after legitimation 
in vest is possibly of Interest. His relative freedom of movement after 
release may be in conflict with movement regulations in Soviet Zone at 
that time; Hie time of release conflicts with the previous information 
at oar disposal^ 

2* In the meantime we shall endeavor to examine year report more closely 
end analytically In the possibility that additional points of interest which 
need clarification oay be found.
